possession and rliiflrnrtt under this Agreement, and not to retain any copies thereof 

9. This Agreement shall be governed by and interpreted in accordance with the laws of the Cotnmoxxwcahh 
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All disputes between the panics arising out of or in connection with the existence, validity, construction, 
performance or termination of this Agreement (or any terms (hereof), which the parties art unable to 
sctdc amicably shall be finally scnlcd by ihc competent couru of ihc Commonwealth of Massachusett*.
